Rev. JoHN' SHERMAN, born at Dedham, co. Essex, England, 
26 Dee. 1613, died at Watertown, Mass., 8 Aug. 1685; married 
first, Mary, who died at New Haven, Conn., 8 Sept. 1644, prob- 
ably Mary Gisss, sister of John Gibbs of New Haven; married 
second, Mary Launce, daughter of John and Isabella (Darcy) 
Launce, of Penneare, co. Cornwall, England. 

His ancestry has received extended treatment in several articles 
in the New Eng. Hist. and Gen. Register, and in the Sherman 
Genealogy (1920) by Thomas Townsend Sherman. He was a 
graduate of Cambridge University (A.B. 1629-30, A.M. 1633). 
He came to New England in the Elizabeth from Ipswich, arriving 
at Boston in June 1634. He was dismissed from the Watertown, 
Mass., church, 29 May 1635, and came to Wethersfield, Conn., 
with the early settlers. He represented Wethersfield as Com- 
mittee (Deputy) in the Connecticut General Court, May 1637. 
He joined the Milford settlers, probably in 1640, and was the 
first minister of Branford, 1 Oct. 1644 to Jan. 1646/7. He was 
Deputy for Milford to the New Haven General Court, Oct. 1643. 
In 1647 he was called to Watertown, Mass., to fill the pastorate 
there, and continued in this office until his death.* 

**English University Men Who Emigrated to New England 
before 1646,’’ an advance printing of Appendix B to the History 
of Harvard College in the Seventeenth Century, by Samuel 
Eliot Morison, 1932, follows Mather in the story (exploded by 
Savage in 1862, Gen. Dict., 4:79) that Sherman declined to sub-

account of Sherman’ 
newspaper, The Branford Review, 2 Apr. 1936. It was written by 
and deserves a wider circulation. 
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scribe for his degree at Cambridge, and makes him ancestor, 
through his son Bezaleel, of Roger Sherman, though Roger’s 
descent from Capt. (not Rev.) John Sherman has been estab- 
lished for many decades. 

The Sherman Genealogy (op. cit., p. 110) makes an obvious 
blunder as to the maternity of some of the Sherman children, 
and the record given of some of the children is imperfect. 

The will of John Gibbs of New Haven, dated 27 Nov. 1685 
(inventory taken 1 Jan. 1690) named his wife and child, and 
remembered his ‘‘cousin’’ Lieut. Daniel Sherman and the latter’s 
eldest daughter Abigail. Indications of the age of John Gibbs 
are afforded by his acceptance as freeman in 1640 and his com- 
plaint in 1675 that he was too old and impotent to serve as 
Constable. Lieut. (afterward Capt.) Daniel Sherman was born 
1642, son of Rev. John Sherman by his first wife Mary. Since 
John Gibbs belonged to the previous generation, it is evident that 
he used the term ‘‘cousin’’ in the then common sense of nephew. 
Mrs. Mary Sherman is recorded by Milford Church records as 
dying in New Haven. 

Mather stated (in Magnalia) of Sherman’s second wife: ‘‘ His 
next wife was a young gentlewoman whom he chose from under 
the guardianship and with the countenance of Edward Hop- 
kins, Esq., the excellent governor of Connecticut. . She was a 
person of good education and reputation, and honourably 
descended; being the daughter of a Puritan gentleman whose 
name was Launce, and whose lands in Cornwal yielded him 
fourteen hundred pounds a year. He was a parliamentman 
Page a a wound in the side from his furious antagonist; of 
which wound at last he died. The wife of that gentleman was 
daughter to the Lord Darcey, who was Earl of Rivers ..... 
after the murder of her former husband, Mr. Launce, had for 
her second husband the famous Mr. Sympson. But by the 
daughter of that Mr. Launce, who is yet living among us, Mr. 
Sherman had no less than twenty children added unto the num- 
ber of siz, which he had before.’’ 

Savage (Gen. Dict., 4: 80) not only pokes fun at the number 
of children alleged by Mather, but rejects the noble lineage of 
Mary Launce. ‘‘Stranger than such inexcusable carelessness, 
however, is what he | Mather] tells of this wife calling her mother 
daughter of Darey, Earl Rivers, one of the Popish Counsellors 
of Charles I who had no daughter that married a Launce.’’ He 
dismisses the Darcy statement and, with more than his usual 
venom against Mather, adds: ‘‘But if she |Mary (Launce) 
Sherman] did give him these myths of her noble deseent and 
prolific felicity, either she was insane, which he had not sanity 
enough to discover, or she was irreverently playing on his bottom- 
less credulity.’’

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Savage’s diatribes seem to have discouraged students of the 
Sherman family, and only the most modest statements about the 
origin of Mary Launce are found in the Sherman Genealogy and 
other printed accounts. It is quite true that Mather slipped up 
in making her a granddaughter of the Earl of Rivers; but the 
number of children is not impossible if there were unrecorded 
stillborn children,* and Mary’s mother really was a Darcy. 
Fortunately, we have the will of her mother, Mrs. Isabella Simp- 
son of London, then widow of her second husband, Rev. Sydrach 
Simpson, Master of Pembroke Hall, University of Cambridge. 
Dated 29 May 1668, and proved 4 Aug. 1669, it names, with 
others, her sons James Launce and Darcy Launce, and her 
daughter Mary Sherman. [New Eng. Hist. and Gen. Register, 
50 : 399-400. ] 

We have also Vivian’s Visitation of Cornwall, 1620, which 
gives [Harl. Soc. 9 :124-125] John Launce, aged 23 in 1620, with 
a bride ‘‘Isabell Da. of St. Edw. Darsie of Dartford in Kent.’’ 
There can be no doubt that these were the parents of Mary 
(Launece) Sherman, and sinee Isabella Darey must have been 
living, and in fact only recently married, when this pedigree 
was drawn, the statement of her parentage is presumably correct. 
Sir Edward Darcy had fifteen children, and was himself one of 
the fifteen children of Sir Arthur Darcy, so perhaps what Savage 
termed ‘‘prolific felicity’’ was hereditary in this family. At 
any rate, noble and royal descents galore are within reach of 
Mrs. Sherman’s descendants through the ‘‘Dareys of the 
North.’’t 


The will of Rev. John Sherman reads in part :t 


I John Sherman of Watertowne .....domake..... this to be only 
for my last will..... unto my deare wife Mary Sherman the whole of 
all goods & estate for her use benefitt & comfort during her life or widdow 
hoods. only those of my children yt are yet unmarryed to have out of 
my sd Estate (upon marriage) each twenty pounds, which I give unto them 
or if all or any of them should not enter unto marriage estate, yet to have 
the sd Twenty pounds a peice besides their part (as further it shall be 
ordeined) with all the rest of my Children, but not; to be payd ’till the 
distribution of the whole, unless upon the account of marriage, as above: 


Also one quarter part of the whole of my Estate I give..... unto my 
deare wife Mary (provided she liveth & dyeth a widdow) to be disposed 
of amongst our Children as she shall see good ..... BR 6 4.4 55 unto 


my Son Samuel Willard for the children of his first wife my daughter 
Abigail twelve pounds. To the children of my decéd Son Bezaleel ten 
pounds. To my Son Daniel fifteen pounds. To my son Samuel ten pounds. 


*The eldest daughter, Abigail, m. Rev. Samuel Willard, who by two wives did have 
twenty children. Perhaps Mather confused the Willard with the Sherman children. His 
account, despite inaccuracies, hardly deserved the severe strictures of Savage. 


+ Mary (Launce) Sherman’s grandson, William Prout, named a son Darcy. This was 
probably the result of family knowledge and tradition, rather than of acquaintance with 
Mather’s statements. 


t For the estate records and mention of deeds, the compiler is indebted to Eugene

1712 by ‘‘M* James Sherman late of Sudbury Since of Salem 
in y® County of Essex The Surviveing Executo' of y® last Will 
and Testamt of Mt John Sherman late of Watertowne’’ shows 
legacies paid in the amounts specified in the will:

Sales were made by the Executors in 1690 (acknowledged 20 
Oct. 1704) for £16; on 6 July 1698, for £10.10s.; on 8 Aug. 1699, 
for £6; on 14 May 1703, for £1; and on 26 Jan. 1703/4 they sold 
part of the homestead, for £221, to Samuel Gaskill of Boston, 
merchant. Their last sale was on 3 May 1704, for £40, and Mary 
Sherman acknowledged the deed on 9 Apr. 1706 ; it was witnessed 
by Sam" Gaskell Sent, John Barnard, and Ebenezer Prout. In 
all these deeds, Mary Sherman was of Watertown, and Rev. 
James Sherman of Sudbury. It seems likely that the large sale 
early in 1704 was to obtain the money to discharge the legacies 
which in total amounted to the sum of £149, and the account 
in the probate file shows that several large debts were paid and 
£35 allowed for the widow’s support. [Middlesex County Deeds,

The widow, Lydia Barron, gave bond as Executrix, 7 Oct. 1712, 
Jabez Fairbank being her bondsman, and John Keyes and

Elliz Barron, Jr., of Watertown, gave a conveyance with 
Hannah his wife on 1 Apr. 1659.

It has been claimed that Ellis* Barron had a second wife Sarah 
who was mother of the younger children. This claim has a 
record basis. The earlier vital records at Groton appear to be 
lost, but in accordance with colonial laws the early Groton town 
clerks copied the records of births, marriages and deaths for the 
use of the county clerk, who in turn copied them into record 
books. Elizabeth* Barron in these County Court records is 
entered as daughter of Ellis and Sarah Barron in the record of 
her birth on 26 Oct. 1687. Our collaborator, Mr. Torrey, has 
made a critical study of the vital entries in the County Court 
records and has found a number of mistakes in them. The entry 
preceding and that following the Barron entry give the name 
of the mother as Sarah, and the fact that the mother’s name was 
thus Sarah in three successive entries creates the suspicion that 
an error was made. Ellis* Barron married Mary Sherman on 
26 May 1679. No record of her death has been found. None of 
the younger children of Ellis* named a daughter Sarah, as some 
of them would have been likely to do if their mother’s name had 
been Sarah, with the exception of Elias‘ whose wife’s mother 
was named Sarah. 

It will be noted that two of the younger children of Ellis’, 
Elizabeth and Grace, married men who lived at Guilford, Conn. 
Grace, the record states, was married at New Haven. Mary 
Sherman’s half-brother Daniel Sherman settled in New Haven, 
and her sister of the whole blood, Mrs. Elizabeth Gaskell, was a 
resident of New Haven. This makes it probable that Grace’s 
mother was Mary Sherman and that she was married at the 
home of one of her maternal relatives. 

The will of Rev. John Sherman of Watertown, dated 6 Aug. 
1685, gave ten pounds to his daughter Mary Barron. This makes 
it certain that she was mother of the older children. The Sher- 
man estate was not settled for many years, and the executor’s 
final account was not exhibited until 24 Dee. 1712. This account 
shows that the legacy of ten pounds was paid ‘‘To Mary Barron.”’ 
One legacy was paid ‘‘To y® Children of Bezaliell Sherman,”’ so 
it seems certain that Mary Barron was living when her legacy 
was paid. The legacies amounted to a total of about £150. No 
sale of Sherman realty by the executors sufficient to discharge 
these legacies was made until 26 Jan. 1703/4, and the legacies 
were presumably paid between that date and 1712 when the 
account was presented to the Court. It is therefore concluded 
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that Mary Sherman survived to be mother of all the Barron chil- 
dren, and that Ellis* had no second wife Sarah. 

Although not called deceased in the deed which Ellis? gave 
to his grandson Samuel* in 1711, the use of the past tense in 
referring to his son Ellis’ (‘‘love that I did bear’’) and the fact 
that the conveyance was made to the latter’s eldest son lead to 
the inference that Ellis* had died before 1711. There are indi- 
cations that most of the family moved to Concord, where some 
of the children resided or married. ‘‘Lunenburg Records, 1719- 
1764,’’ p. 14, in the survey and allotment of Turkey Hills, show 
that ‘‘ Elias Barron of Concord’’ was grantee of alot. This may 
refer to Elias*, son of Ellis*, then perhaps about 21 years old. 


THE FOUNDERS OF THE BRAS(S), BRASSER, 
BRESSER, BRIES AND BRAZIER FAMILIES 
IN AMERICA

The problem we set out to solve was to find the ancestry 
of Herman Hendricksz Bras and the immediate family he 
belonged to. 

Herman Bras! removed to Hackensack, N. J., after his mar- 
riage, in 1682 at New York, to Anna Wynaert, in the entry of 
which he is called ‘‘from Brooklyn.’’ 

A quick survey disclosed that at practically the same period 
there appeared in the records of New Amsterdam, Brooklyn and 
Flatbush, Folckert Hendricksz Bries, Evert Hendricksz Bresse 
(Brasser), Gerrit Hendricksz Bresser (Brasser), Henry Breser, 
and others of a similar name, and in view of the fact that a 
number of these persons had the same patronymic,—Hendricksz 
(that is, all had a father named Hendrick), it was conceivable 
that they all belonged to the same family, in fact might have 
been brothers, and that Bries, Bras, Brazier, Bresse, etc. were 
variations of the same family name. 

As mentioned above, Herman Hendricksz Bras was ‘‘from 
Brooklyn,’’ but the records of the Brooklyn Dutch Ref. church 
(HSYB 1897) did not disclose anyone named Bras. There were, 
however, a few entries regarding persons with the surname Bries. 
In that early period, when tracing a person who is said to be 
‘*from Brooklyn,’’ it is necessary to consult also the records of 
the surrounding towns, such as Flatbush, Jamaica, New Utrecht 
and also New Amsterdam. 


1 His name is given as Bas in the entry, a mistake, as is evident from all other records 
concerning him. 
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In Jamaica was found a couple, Jan Bras and his wife Sara. 
Sponsors at the baptisms of their children were Hendrik Bras, 
Peter Hendrickse, Catharina Hendrickse.2 The last-named per- 
sons were found in the Flatbush records for a couple: Peter Hen- 
dricksz and Catharina Jans had children baptized there whose 
sponsors were Harmen Hendricksz, Gerrit Hendricksz, Hend’k 
Peters, and also Anna Wynhard, the latter of special interest 
as she was, as was mentioned before in the opening paragraph, 
the wife of the subject of our search: Herman Hendricksz Bras, 
who as a matter of fact also appeared (without his surname) 
among the sponsors. When in addition the Records of Jamaica 
disclosed in 1718/19 a Peter Hendricksz Bras and Cattrina his 
wife with a son Hendrick, it became evident that the family to 
which our Herman Hendricksz Bras belonged had been located, 
namely a father Hendrick with sons Pieter, Herman, Gerrit and 
possibly also Hendrick (the sponsor Hendrick Bras was either 
the father or his son), while the Jan Bras belonged presumably 
to a younger generation. In view of the fact that one of the 
sons was named Pieter, it was quite possible that the full name 
of the father was Hendrick Pietersz, a person who, as we men- 
tioned, also stood sponsor at one of the baptisms. 


In solving such genealogical puzzles as the above, it may be 
stated here again that the names of the sponsors at the baptisms 
are of the utmost importance. In many instances they offer the 
only proofs we have for the solution of our problems. 


A survey of the assessment and the census lists of the towns 
on Long Island soon disclosed that the whole family, mentioned 
only with their patronymic Hendricksz, but all bearing the same 
first names as found previously, were living at Amersfoort. In 
addition there was an Evert Hendricksz who fitted also in the 
picture, for we have already mentioned that one Evert Hen- 
dricksz Bresse (Brasser) appeared in the (New Amsterdam) 
records at about the same time as Herman. In these Amersfoort 
assessment lists was also one Hendrick who was possibly the 
father of these various brothers, the only person with a first name 
Hendrick, and behold his name was Hendrick Pietersz. This 
coincided with our previous supposition in regard to the father’s 
name. 


The circumstantial evidence in the case was being built up 
more strongly and convincingly at each successive find. When 
finally in the early days at New Amsterdam was found a Hen- 
drick Pietersz (the only one of that name in the church records)

brought the desired result. 
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who not only had a wife named Geertje Everts (note the Evert 
Hendricksz mentioned above), but had also a son Pieter, a son 
Adam (a name also found in the Bras family in Jamaica and 
Flatbush), and finally a son Herman, born in 1653, therefore of 
a suitable age to have married in 1682, it was proven beyond 
reasonable doubt that the correct solution had been found. 

With the above as a foundation, the following pedigree was 
built up. Every new find strengthened the assumptions outlined 
above, none tended to disprove them. It was found necessary 
to trace also the families with similar names in order to differen- 
tiate between these with the result that we herewith present the 
genealogies of the first generations of what in final analysis 
proved to be four distinct families with more or less similar 
names. These pedigrees are all based on and proven by authentic 
records. 


BRAS(S)—BRASSER—BRESSER 
Long Island—New York—Hackensack, N. J.—Kingston, N. Y. 


1—HENDRICK PIETERSZ from Wesel. 


As there were two individuals named Hendrick Pietersz in 
New Amsterdam at an early date, it was first necessary to deter- 
mine which one was the progenitor of the Bras family under 
consideration. 

In Icon. of Manhattan by Stokes, Il: 338, is given a full 
account of the life of Hendrick Pietersz from Hasselt, identified 
also with Hendrick Pietersz Kint int Water (child in the water), 
in which it is shown that this Hendrick Pietersz had died in 
1660 and left no children by his wife Grietje Adams. 

The only other Hendrick Pietersz found was called ‘‘from 
Wesel,’’ that is from the city of Wesel in Germany, near the 
Dutch frontier, the town from which Pieter Minuit came. The 
records relative to this Hendrick Pietersz* from Wesel all prove 
beyond a doubt that he is the ancestor of the Bras family. 

It would seem that Hendrick Pieters van Wesel was also known 
by the suffix ‘‘van Duisburg.’’ Both suffixes were an indication 
of place-origin and not a surname. Duisburg is the name of a 


3 There are records in which a person named Hendrick Pietersz appears and of which 
it is not apparent if these concern Hendrick Pietersz from Wesel or the one from Hasselt. 
As Stokes does not mention these records in his story about Hendrick Pietersz from 
Hasselt, he must have concluded that they concern Hendrick Pietersz from Wesel. We 
mention these records here without making a final decision in the matter. They might, 
of course, apply to entirely different individuals. One Hendrick Pietersz was in New 
Amsterdam as early as Jan. 13, 1639, for on that date he was cited in an assault case 
(Du, Mss.). In the following year, when drunk, Hendrick Pietersz bought in May 1640 
a plantation in Manhattan from Maryn Adriaensen. He tried to have the sale cancelled, 
had witnesses testify as to his drunken condition at the time of the transaction. But the 
court insisted that he should prove to have disclaimed the purchase within 24 hours of 
the sale, which apparently he was unable to do, for the court decreed on June 7, 1640, 
that he was obliged to rent the plantation for a period of 6 years (Du. Mss.) 
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German city not far from Wesel and Hendrick’s birthplace may 
have been in a neighborhood located near both cities. The Dutch 
word duizend (or duysent in old Dutch) is the equivalent of 
thousand in English and the Dutch scribes apparently indicated 
Duisburg at times by the variation ‘‘1000 bergen’’ (pronounced 
duysentbergen), a play of words. 

The reason why I must conclude that Hendrick Pieters van 
Wesel was also indicated at times with the suffix ‘‘van Duisburg’’ 
(and variations) is the fact that we know that he had a son 
Evert, which will be evident from the records to be quoted later. 
There cannot be any doubt that this son was the child Evert 
baptized in the New Amsterdam Dutch Reformed church on 
May 16, 1644 as a son of Hendrik van Dussenburg while as his 
sponsors appeared Abraham Pietersz, molenaer (van Deu(r)sen), 
Hendrick Westercamp, backer, baker, and Tryntje Abrahams. 
The year of the child’s baptism just fits the probable age of 
Evert, the son of Hendrick Pietersz van Wesel, and furthermore 
oceurs during an interval when no baptisms of children of Hen- 
drick Pietersz have been recorded. Another child named Aeltie 
was baptized at New Amsterdam on April 7, 1647. In this 
instance the father’s name was given as Hendrick van Duisberg 
alias 1000 berg. The sponsors were Harmen Smeeman, Nicolaes, 
backer, and Claesje Cornelis. 

As Hendrick Pieters van Wesel’s wife was named Geertje 
Everts, which follows from other baptismal entries to be men- 
tioned later, it was natural to expect a son Evert. The identifi- 
cation is furthermore supported by the fact that Hendrik Pieter- 
sen van 1000 bergen was sponsor at the baptism of Neeltje the 
daughter of Arent Evertsen on June 26, 1645 at New Amsterdam. 
The father of the child was in all probability a brother of Hend- 
rick Pietersz’ wife, Geertje Everts, while the entry establishes the 
fact that Hendrick van Duisburg’s patronymie was really 
‘*Pietersz,’’ the same as Hendrick Pietersz van Wesel. 

I believe there cannot be any doubt that Hendrick Pietersz 
van Wesel and Hendrick Pietersz van Duisburg (1000 bergen) 
are identical, especially when one considers the small number of 
inhabitants of New Amsterdam at that early date, which limits 
the probable number of different individuals each with the same 
first name and patronymic.* 


* Due to the fact that Abraham Pieters, molenaer, later known as van Deu(r)sen, was 
a sponsor at the baptism of Hendrick (Pietersz) van Dussenberg’s son Evert (see above) 
it has been thought that van Deursen and Dussenberg (Duisburg) were the same surname 
(note that both persons have the same patronymic). REC. XXX: 48. However, this 
does not seem probable to one familiar with the Dutch language, and in addition the 
supposition is not supported by any additional records. 

An attempt has also been made to identify Hendrick (Pietersz) van Duisburg (1000 
bergen) with Hendrick Hendricksz van Doesburg. Here again the supposition is untenable 
for the two different patronymics (Hendricksz and Pietersz) prove that such is not the 
case, and again a Hollander would never indicate Doesburg by 1000 bergen. An addi- 
tional convincing argument is that Evert shown as a son of Hendrick Hendricksz van 
Doesburg (Dusenbury Family, p. 1) was born before the marriage of the latter! 
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The records contain the following information concerning 
Hendrick Pietersz. He was in New Amsterdam among the early 
settlers for on Aug. 12, 1638 Hendrick Pietersz from Wesel 
appears in Court (Col. Mss. XIV:63). He was a master mason 
by trade (Col. Mss. XIV: 9, 28). On Feb. 3, 1640, Hendrick 
Pietersen from Wesel conveys to Adriaen Pietersen from 
Alemaer, a plantation near the reed valley, hard by Sappokan- 
ican, on the Island of Manhattan (Col. Mss. XIV: 12). On 
July 20, 1640, has been recorded the receipt of Hendrick Pietersz 
van Wesel for two imported milch cows which he hired from 
the Company (Col. Mss. XIV:14). On Oct. 19, 1645, land of 
Hendrick Pietersz is mentioned on the East River, opposite Hog’s 
Island (Newtown), (Col. Mss. XIV: 63; see also 27). On Feb. 
23, 1654, Hendrik Pietersz van Wesel had a dispute about a 
sow and shotes. (RNA, I: 167). 

He removed, probably at an early date, to Long Island. He 
received a grant there on April 7, 1664, of 25 morgen at Midwout 
(Flatbush) (O’Callaghan, Hist. of New Netherland, I1: 592, 
appendix) which property was later sold by his sons. This con- 
nects him definitely with the children as enumerated below. 

Possibly also applying to our Hendrick Pietersz, is a convey- 
ance by Hendrick Pietersz of Flatlands on Oct. 20, 1676 to 
Cornelis Hendricks van Eens of 27 morgen in Flatbush on the 
west side of the highway, with plain and meadow land (Liber C, 
Flatbush Rec. p. 2214). 


The following entries are found on the tax list of Amersfoort, 
in which town are listed also the entries relative to his sons: 
Amersfoort 1675 (Doc. Hist. of N. Y. I) 
Hendrick Pietersse, 1 poll, 3 horses, 4 cows, 3 ditto of 3 yrs, 2 ditto 
of 2 yrs, 1 hog, 19 morgen of land and valley. 

Amersfoort 1676 
Hendrick Pieterse, 1 poll, 3 horses, 2 oxen, 5 cows, 1 ditto of 1 yr., 
1 hog, 19 morgen of land and valley. 

Amersfoort 1683 
Hendrick Pieters, 1 man, 1 horse, 1 ox, 4 cows, 1 of 2 1 of 1 yr. 
and 12 morgen of land. 


It is not certain that this last entry refers to the same person. 
If so, he then had disposed of some of his holdings. Among 
those taxed for the minister’s salary at Amersfoort on Jan. 13, 
1657, was Hendrick Pietersen (Col. Mss. XIV: 379). 

He died before April 7, 1692, for on that day his sons dispose 
of the property of the late Hendrick Pietersz, among this the 
25 morgen for which he had received a grant in 1664. 

Hendrick Pietersz’s wife was GEERTJE EVERTS. 


The fact that we have the baptismal records of children named 
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Pieter, Evert, Aeltie, Adam and Herman of this couple,® of 
whom we know that Pieter, Evert and Herman survived, while 
Adam is a name also found in this family, makes the identifica- 
tion a certainty. 

There is in existence a conveyance, dated April 7, 1692, 
recorded May 13, 1697 (Kings Co. conv. Liber 2: p. 136; see 
also Recorp, LIV: 250), whereby Pieter Hendricksz and his 
BROTHERS: William Brimasson, Brinasse Hendrickson Brist, 
Evert Hendrickson, Rutt Brimasson, Harmen Hendrickse Brisse, 
Walter Brimsey and Garrett Hendrickse Brissa, convey to Gar- 
rett Coerten (van Voorhees) a certain dwelling house in Flat- 
bush, 25 acres more or less, bounded E & W by Garrett Coerten, 
the purchaser. Also 20 acres of upland, bounded on the 8. by 
John Petersen, W. the common road to Flatlands, E. commonly 
known as ‘‘friezen hooke.’’ Also ‘‘three lotts of meadow at 
ffeekers hooke’’ and one at Canarysse. All of which ‘‘was for- 
merly in the tenure & occupacon of Hendrick petersen, late of 
the said towne of flatlands.’’ 

The name of the grantors, as given above, certainly give a 
rather strange impression. The spelling in the body of the 
instrument differs somewhat from that at the beginning and the 
signatures differ again from these. In a slightly different order, ' 
the purpose of which will become apparent, I here give the names 
as they appear in the three different instances in the conveyance.

It becomes evident from this arrangement that we have here 
two groups of persons, five of these having the patronymic 
Hendricksz, with or without a surname Brisse (and variations), 
and three persons with a patronymic Brimassen, yet all are 
ealled brothers. I consulted only the certified copy of the con- 
veyance and I am not certain that the names in the original 
document have been copied correctly. I believe that Brimasse 
should read Brunosse, which is an error easily made, reading im 
for un and a for o.

bo ehildren in 1600 (leon. Maan) whose wife was Grietje Adams. They left 
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The records to be published in the following pages present, 
in my opinion, the proof that my supposition is the correct 
one, or in any case prove that this was the name meant to 
be used. For the records which follow disclose the existence 
of Pieter, Evert, Harmen, Gerrit and Bruno (Bruyn) Hen- 
dricksz who finally became known by the name Bras and slight 
variations. And also of William, Rutt (Rutger) and Walter 
Brunosz (the son of Bruno) who were closely related to the above. 

In my opinion the solution is that the four first named are all 
children of Hendrick Pietersz by his wife Geertje Everts; three 
of the other children designated as ‘‘brothers’’ of the above, in 
all probability children of a man named Bruno (Bruyn) 
whose widow (Geertje Rutgers) married Hendrick Pietersz as 
his second wife, thereby combining the two families. And finally 
the’son Bruyn (Bruno) Hendricksz Brisse was the son of Hen- 
drick Pietersz by his second wife, the widow of Bruno (Bruyn) 
, to which son he gave the Christian name of his wife’s 
first husband. It was a common custom with the Dutch when 
contracting a second marriage with a widower or widow to name 
the first child of this union for the deceased wife or husband 
of the new life-partner, a rather delicate gesture. Bruyn Hen- 
dricksz’ descendants also assumed the surname Bresser and Bras. 
Note also that Bruyn Hendricksz only used his first name Bruno 
(Bruyn, although garbled in spelling) at the beginning of the 
conveyance, in the other two instances he used Hendrickse, a 
patronymic therefore, without the first name. Mrs. Frost who 
published this record put a comma in the wrong place and made 
the meaning of two of the names rather unintelligible. I decided 
to consult the certified copy of the original. In this copy the 
comma did not appear. 

The name Bruyn, especially in the version Bruno, was rather 
uncommon, hence this garbled spelling by the scribe who entered 
the conveyance in the records. The minister or the sexton of 
the church seemed to be better acquainted with the name, hence 
_ the correct spelling in the church records to follow. I believe 
that the records about these persons substantiate my supposition 
in every detail.

Bruno Hendricks was a church member of New Amersfoort, 
but removed July 1681 with certificate to Esopus (Fl. Fr. p. 56). 

Bruyn (Bruno) Hendricksz married as j. m. from N. Amers- 
foort and residing there, on June 18, 1682 (banns at Kingston 
May 27, 1682 and at Flatbush April 21, 1682) at Kingston, 
Elisabeth Jansdr. van Oosterhout, j.d. from the Esopus (King- 
ston) and residing there. This couple settled in Kingston, where 
the father was known as Bruyn Hendricksz Bresser. His son 
Hendrik was known by the name Bras.

‘ROBERT PARSONS OF EAST HAMPTON, 
LONG ISLAND 


By ConKLIN MANN, Esq., of New York City. 


1. Rosert! Parsons arrived in East Hampton, Long Island, 
probably coincident with an entry in that town’s records dated 
11 Nov. 1659, when the town ordered that Robert Parsons, 
Thomas Squier and Andrew Miller should pay two shillings an 
acre for land. Apparently Squier and Miller were newcomers, 
also. 

On 14 Mar. 1659/60, Robert Parsons of East Hampton, the one 
part, and John Catline (Kirtland), the other part, chose Thomas 
Thomson and Thomas Chatfield of that town ‘‘to make a division 
of yt house and land lately purchased by us, the above named 
parties to each man according to his Disbursement, yt is to the 
above said John Catline to ye value of twenty and five pounds, 
and to Robert Parsons to ye value of twenty pounds; We doe 
by these presents acknowledge to have reserved wholly ye afore- 
said purchase namely the house and home lot and all ye planting 
land and meadow land and all apurtenances thereunto belong- 
inge whatsoever unto the aforesaid Thomas Tomson and Thomas 
Chatfield to be divided acording to the best discression. ..... 
only this is to be understood that the house above mentioned is 
to be laid to the aforesaid John Catline in prt of yt which doth 
belong to him.’’ This agreement was autographed by John 
Kirtland and Samuel Parsons. 

Why Samuel Parsons signed the agreement is not known. 
Robert Parsons does not appear in East Hampton records again, 
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and it seems likely that he was dead or incapacitated when the 
paper was signed, his heir signing in his stead. On 24 Mar. 
1659/60, Thomson and Chatfield turned in their report which 
is written into the town records. They divided ‘‘the accomoda- 
tions between Robert Parsons and John Kirtland whoe did 
purchase it of Jeremy Vaile.’’ Undated town allotments and 
descriptions of land show Robert Parsons’ holdings as the same 
set off for him by the division made by Thomson and Chatfield— 
‘thalf the allotment of Jeremiah Vaile purchased of him by the 
said Robert Parsons and John Cirtland.’’ Some of Robert 
Parsons’ lots abutted on lands of Lion Gardiner and Andrew 
Miller. 

Among East Hampton’s early undated land records are several 
references to lands bought from ‘‘Samuel and John Parsons’’ 
or to lands owned by them jointly, indications that they may 
have held their father’s property undivided for several years 
after his death. In one conveyance, John Parsons referred to 
himself as joint owner with his father in the Jeremiah Vaile 
purchase. 

On 19 Apr. 1662, Joanna Parsons, Lion Gardiner and Thomas 
Baker witnessed the nuncupative will of Nathaniel Street of 
East Hampton. She may have been the wife or daughter of 
Robert Parsons, though possibly ‘‘Hannah’’ wife of Samuel? 
Parsons (Robert*).

2. SamvueEt* Parsons (Robert'), born ca. 1630 according to 
church records and his gravestone. He appears first in East 
Hampton records on 17 Nov. 1651 when named on a committee 
to harvest thatch. He had a town grant 5 July 1653. He and 
Richard Brooks exchanged lands with Thomas Baker on 11 Nov. 
1654, and on 12 Dec. 1654 he was a witness in the case of Jonas 
Wood vs. John Cooper. The meeting house list of 2 Jan. 1654/55 
mentions him, and on 15 Sept. 1657 Charles Barnes sued him 
for slander. That he preceded his father to East Hampton 
seems highly probable, but where the family lived before coming 
to that town remains a mystery. 

Samuel Parsons was an important witness in the Goody Garlick 
witcheraft case in Feb. 1657/58 and is shown as an intimate 
in the households of Lion Gardiner and his son-in-law Arthur 
Howell. (Goody Garlick, wife of Joshua Garlick of East Hamp- 
ton, was eventually cleared of the charge of bewitching Elizabeth 
wife of Arthur Howell and daughter of Lion Gardiner, who had 
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died in a state of hysteria.) The case takes up several pages 
in the printed records of East Hampton. 

Samuel Parsons and Alice Hand exchanged lands on 19 Mar. 
1657/58, and on 11 June 1660, John Hand Jr., and Samuel 
Parsons exchanged lands. ‘‘That is to say that the sd Samuel 
Parsons doth hereby deliver up all his propriety and his fathers 
in the 18 acres of woodland in the last division.’’ He was a 
whale overseer for the north end of East Hampton on 7 Jan. 
1662/63, appears in records 16 Dec. 1665 when he killed swine, 
and, on 3 Nov. 1668, ‘‘in consideration of his want of land’’ was 
granted eight acres. He lived in the west end of East Hampton 
apparently hard by the Southampton line. Much of his land 
lay next to that of his brother John Parsons and his home lot 
was next to that of Nathaniel Dominy. 

In the East Hampton census of 1675, Samuel Parsons was 
credited with 85 pounds. In that of 1683 his household con- 
tained two men and his holdings were put at 158 pounds. He 
refused to serve as a town overseer in 1678, was a selectman 
in 1684, had the largest credit against the town on the books in 
1685, and served as trustee in 1686 and 1687. In the trouble- 
some days of 1686, he was active in the town’s resistance to Gov. 
Dongan and was among those arrested for opposing Government. 
On 25 July 1687, he was one of the trustees to whom the Indians 
gave a Montauk deed. - On 10 Mar. 1689/90, he, Thomas Chat- 
field and Samuel Mulford signed a letter to acting Governor 
Leisler reciting that they planned to narrate the town’s griev- 
ances to the King. 

Samuel Parsons died 6 July 1714 ‘‘age about 84 years,”’ 
according to the Rev. Nathaniel Huntting’s church record. His 
gravestone at Southampton states that he was 84. His wife 
Hannah died 3 Oct. 1728, aged 83, according to her gravestone. 
Nothing has been found to indicate her maiden name, but it 
seems probable that she was a relative of Capt. Thomas Talmage 
of East Hampton. 

The will of Samuel Parsons of East Hampton, signed 6 May 
1709, probated 30 Mar. 1715/16, divided his property between 
his son Seth Parsons and his grandson Henry Parsons. It men- 
tions 14 acres ‘‘on which Henry’s father formerly set a house 
now standing.’’ Wife Hannah to have use of his house and 
household goods for life. Son Seth Parsons, executor. There 
are many indications in the will and in the town records that 
John*® Parsons, father of Henry*, was the elder of Samuel? 
Parsons’ two sons.

An undated East Hampton 
land record describes ‘‘the lands of John Parsons being joint 
purchaser with his father Robert Parsons in half the allotment 
of Jeremiah Vaile.’’ John Parsons, Richard Shaw, Nathaniel 
Foster and Andrew Miller were accepted for half shares at 
Montauk ‘‘with the rest of the inhabitants,’’ on 23 Feb. 1663. 
John Parsons bought a horse of Benjamin Conklin on 30 Nov. 
1665, killed swine on 16 Dec. 1665, sold land to Robert Dayton 
on 16 Nov. 1667. 

John Parsons and Richard Shaw on 10 June 1668 exchanged 
land with John Osborne. Parsons sold a horse to Mr. Baker on 
18 Sept. 1668, and on 27 Mar. 1671/72 Phillip Leek got eight 
acres for a home lot at the rear of Parsons’ property. On 22 
Mar. 1674/75, James Loper whose wife was Elizabeth, daughter 
of Arthur Howell and granddaughter of Lion Gardiner, prose- 
cuted John Comes for taking his whalebone out of John Parsons’ 
cart. In the town census of 1675, John Parsons is credited with 
126 pounds, and in that of 1683 John Parsons, Sr., is credited 
with 79 pounds. 

The year 1682 marks his first appearance in the records as 
John Parsons, Sr., due apparently to the arrival in town about 
this time of John Parsons, weaver, and the maturing of John* 
Parsons (No. 4). 

At an unknown date, John Parsons and Richard Shaw made 
an important purchase of land to which reference is made many 
times in later years. This land, owned jointly (2/3 Richard 
Shaw, 1/3 John Parsons), was actually in the possession of 
Richard Shaw. After John Parsons’ death, his nephew, Seth 
Parsons, bought part of his holdings. 

The estate of Edmund Shaw was divided in court, 5-6 June 
1677, among the heirs by Thomas Shaw, administrator, and 
Henry Ludlam. The will of Edmund Shaw, signed 3 May 1675, 
names sons Thomas and Richard Shaw, daughter Ludlam wife 
of Henry Ludlam, and daughter Hester wife of John Foster. 
When Richard Shaw, Sr., of East Hampton, made his will 
7 Sept. 1680, he named as overseers ‘‘my friends and brothers 
Henry Ludlam of Southampton and John Parsons of East Hamp- 
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ton.’’ The will, witnessed by John Parsons, was in court in 
June 1683, inventory having been taken by Benjamin Osborne, 
constable, Benjamin Conklin, Samuel Parsons, and John Parsons, 
Sr. This will and other records show that Richard Shaw, Sr., 
was the son-in-law of Joshua Garlick, Sr., and presumably 
Remember Shaw, his wife at the time of his death, was Garlick’s 
daughter. The question is, was John Parsons’ wife born Garlick 
or Shaw? 

When in 1686 John Parsons made his own will, he referred 
to a certain parcel abutting on the lands of ‘‘Goodman Garlick,’’ 
a rather unlikely reference to a father-in-law. Question may 
be raised as to whether the ‘‘brother John Parsons’’ of Richard 
Shaw’s will was not John Parsons, weaver, recently married to 
Elizabeth, widow of Joshua Garlick, Jr., a brother of Remember 
Shaw. We know definitely, however, that John Parsons, Sr., 
was closely connected with Edmund Shaw over many years and 
was active in settling his estate. Moreover, for Shaw in his will 
to refer to the new husband of his wife’s deceased brother’s 
wife as ‘‘friend and brother’’ would seem to crowd the mourners 
a bit. 

Despite the fact that Edmund Shaw named two married 
daughters in his will and did not name John Parsons’ wife 
as a daughter, I am inclined to feel that: Parsons’ wife was 
Shaw’s daughter rather than a daughter of Joshua Garlick. 
Since Parsons’ wife was dead when he made his will in 1686, 
it is possible that she was dead when Shaw made his will. 

The will of John Parsons, dated 5 Mar. 1685/86, proved 16 
Mar. 1685/86, names eldest son Sar:uel (under age), son John, 
son Robert. ‘‘Stock and personalty to everyone of my sons and 
daughters’? (unnamed). No wife named. To his son John he 
gave lands that may be identified as the same conveyed later by 
John Parsons of Cape May County, West Jersey. Brother 
Samuel Parsons guardian of children. No executor named. 
Witnesses, Thomas Talmage, Robert Dayton.

Leek of East Hampton. She died 24 Sept. 1743, aged ‘‘abt. 74 
yrs.’’ As John Parsons, Jr., in partnership with John Parsons, 
weaver, in 1684 he had a contract with East Hampton for ‘‘cut- 
ting the herbige on highways.’’ He entered his earmark and 
brand several times in East Hampton between 1694 and 1699. 
He appears in the records as ‘‘Jr.,’’ until 1691, when, due to 
the removal of John Parsons, weaver, and John Parsons, cooper, 
he became plain John Parsons. He was a trustee of East Hamp- 
ton in 1693, ’96, ’97, and ’98. On 22 Sept. 1696, he was a 
partner with Jeremiah Miller, Samuel Dayton and John Janes 
in the purchase of the holdings of John Chatfield. This was but 
one of his several real estate purchases. On 19 June 1700, the 
town credited him with having advanced about 10 pounds in 
caring for and removing Sarah Whitehare (Whitehead) to Flat- 
bush, L. I., she having suffered an unusual and serious accident. 
She was sent to Flatbush for surgical attention in 1699.

Seru® Parsons (Samuel?, Robert!) born ca. 1664. Accord- 
ing to his gravestone in East Hampton, he died 19 Sept. 1725, 
aged ‘‘abt. 61 years.’’ His wife Saran (surname not recovered) 
died 8 Nov. 1740, aged 66. He entered his earmark and brand 
at East Hampton ‘‘the last of Feb. 1687/88.’’ He appears in 
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the town’s sheep flock let list of 1690, an indication that he was 
already an independent land holder. He was constable and 
collector of town and county taxes in 1696, and a trustee of 
East Hampton in 1702, ’06, 08, 714, °18, °20, ’22 
and ’24. He appears many times in the town records and was 
a large land owner. On 20 June 1736, Simene, adult negro 
maid of the widow Sarah Parsons, was baptized in East 
Hampton.

wate ore ay peretaeen. there were six John Parsons in East Hampton: Sr., Jr., 
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1687 in a note written on the margin of a Montauk Indian deed, 
by Samuel Mulford: ‘‘Samuel Parsons Jr., and Benjamin Conk- 
lin are accounted proprietors and their names should have been 
entered amongst those that ye purchase was made for but were 
omitted.’’ In a description of an exchange of lands dated 30 
Mar. 1688, mention is made of lands ‘‘that did belong to John 
Parsons, deceased and land of Samuel Parsons Jr. son of John 
Parsons, deceased.’’ From that date until the death of his 
uncle in 1714, he was Samuel Parsons, Jr. 

He was on the tax list and sheep flock let list of 1690, was a 
trustee of East Hampton in 1692, 1704, ’18, ’23, °24, constable 
in 1695 and collector in 1702. On 8 Mar. 1698/99, he owed 
the town 2 pounds 6 shillings 3 pence in back taxes and an order 
was issued to collect by any lawful means. He participated in 
land distributions in 1706, ’08, ’10, and had rights in the Fatting 
Pasture in 1706. In 1699 he witnessed a deed of John Parsons 
of Cape May Co., West Jersey. On 13 May 1702, Samuel Par- 
sons as ‘‘son and heir of John Parsons, deceased, by whose right 
the above parcels of land and pieces of meadow came unto the 
above said Robert Parsons do for myself and heirs quit claim’”’ 
land that his brother Robert Parsons was exchanging with 
Matthew and Samuel Barnes. He had the contract for all road- 
side mowing ‘‘this side of Montauk’’ on 15 July 1709. On 
5 May 1710, Henry Parsons deeded land to Samuel Parsons, Jr. 
On 6 June 1721, as Samuel Parsons, he requested that he be 
allowed to take up land on his father’s allotment. Huntting in 
his East Hampton History stated that Samuel Parsons married 
Phebe Ludlam. I have found no mention of the given name of 
Samuel Parsons’ wife but considerable evidence that it was 
Deborah. I am of the opinion that even if he had a first wife. 
Phebe Ludlam, his second wife was her sister Denoran LupLAM. 
‘‘The wife of Samuel Parsons Sr. died 28 Sept. 1743, age abt 
70,’’ according to the Rev. Nathaniel Huntting. ‘‘Samuel Par- 
sons Sr. died 3 Feb. 1753 age abt 70,’’ according to East Hamp- 
ton church record. This is a bad guess by the Rev. Samuel 
Buell, the new minister, unless ‘‘70’’ is a misreading for ‘‘90,"’ 
as the town records clearly indicate that Samuel Parsons must 
have been well past 80 when he died, an age supported by his 
wife’s age at death.

9. Joun*® Parsons (John*, Robert'), born at East Hampton, 
L. L., say 1668, appears first in the town records when mentioned 
in his father’s will. He was in possession of land by 1690 when 
his name, John Parsons, cooper, appears on the sheep flock let 
list. As John Parsons, Jr., he appears on the meeting house list 
of 1691. He next appears in East Hampton records on 6 June 
1699 when, being of Cape May Co., West Jersey, he deeded 9 
acres at Indian Well Plain, East Hampton, to William Edwards, 
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Jr. He acknowledged this deed in person before Justice Josiah 
Hobart at East Hampton, 28 Sept. 1699. On 16 Oct. 1699, 
being of Cape May, he deeded two separate parcels of East 
Hampton land to Jacob Schellenx. He acknowledged this deed 
the next day. Two of the four witnesses were Robert and Sam- 
uel Parsons. The descriptions of the properties conveyed in 
these deeds tally with the descriptions of lands bequeathed to 
John Parsons, son, in the will of John Parsons (No. 3). 

Stephens’ History of Cape May County, N. J. (1897) states 
that John Parsons of Lower Cold Spring Settlement, Cape May, 
went to that section about 1691. ‘‘He purchased 315 acres of 
land of Dr. Cox or of the West Jersey Society as early as 169v.’’ 
It is highly probable that John Parsons, cooper, accompanied 
John Parsons, weaver, to Cape May about 1691, the year that 
both men disappear from East Hampton as residents. About 
1692, he married Garuick, step-daughter of John 
Parsons, weaver, and daughter of Joshua Garlick, Jr., of East 
Hampton. On 14 June 1697, Jonathan Foreman of Cape May, 
sold to John Parsons, cooper, 125 acres. 

The will of John Parsons, Sr., of Cape May, signed 4 Dec. 
1732, proved 22 June 1733, mentions wife (unnamed) and orders 
estate divided equally between sons John and Robert Parsons. 
‘‘So far as my land on Long Island, I give it to my son John 
and if he can get it in order he is to give his brother Robert his 
part.’’ (A reference evidently to commonage which he and his 
brother Robert inherited under the will of their father, John? 
Parsons (No. 3).) Executors, wife and son John Parsons. 
Administration granted to Elizabeth Parsons, fellow bondsman 
- Joshua Stites. Inventory shows set of cooper’s tools. 

Southampton, L. I., records contain an affidavit made at Cape 
May, 1 Sept. 1719, in which Elizabeth Parsons declared that 
Mary Raynor, daughter of Thurston Raynor was lawfully born 
in wedlock. (Raynor, formerly of Southampton, had removed 
to Cape May where he married Sarah Johnes, widow.) 

The will of Elizabeth Parsons of Cape May, dated 16 Oct. 
1742, proved 7 Mar. 1742/43, names daughters Elizabeth Hand, 
Charity Mulford, Abigail Stites and granddaughter Mary 
Edwards. Also, son (son-in-law) Jonathan Forman and son 
Robert Parsons (ten shillings each). Son Joshua Stites, 
executor.

There are various references to ‘‘Robert Parsons son of John 
Parsons, deceased,’’ in East Hampton town and land records. 
When, on 26 May 1696, Richard Shaw and Seth Parsons divided 
their joint holdings, reference is made to land ‘‘now belonging 
unto Robert Parsons son of the said deceased John Parsons.’’ 
On 16 Oct. 1699, he witnessed an East Hampton deed of John 
Parsons of Cape May, his brother. On 13 May 1702, Robert 
Parsons exchanged land with Matthew and Samuel Barnes. His 
brother Samuel Parsons, as heir of their father John Parsons, 
gave a quit-claim deed to the property Robert conveyed. The 
will of Robert Parsons of East Hampton, signed 1 Sept. 1717, 
proved 20 Dee. 1742, mentions son Robert, son John. Also, 
mentions sedge meadow near the meadow ‘‘of my brother Samuel 
Parsons.’’ Brother-in-law Nathaniel Dominy, and friend John 
Davis overseers of will.

NOTE 


Dutchess and Ulster counties, N. Y., were the home of a Dutch family 
named Persen that sometimes appears in 18th century records as Parsons. 
There was, however, a family of Parsovs in New York City in the middle of 
the 18th century, the identity of which I have made ‘small effort to 
establish. John Parsons of N. Y. City, joiner, signed his will 11 Sept. 1756. 
He named wife Alida and dau., Jane. Ann Parsons of N. Y. City signed 
her will 4 Apr. 1760. She named her mother Jane Parsons; sister Lydia 
Thorn and her dau. Elizabeth; Jane Parsons, dau. of John Parsons;

JOHN PARSONS, WEAVER, OF EAST HAMPTON, 
LONG ISLAND AND CAPE MAY, WEST JERSEY 


By ConKLIN MANN, Esq., of New York City. 


In the East Hampton census of 1675, two men with the sur- 
name Parsons are listed—Samuel with property estimated at 85 
pounds and John with 126 pounds. Three Parsons appear in 
the town’s census of 1683, Samuel with 158 pounds, John, Sr., 
with 79 pounds and John with 156 pounds. 

John? Parsons (Robert') is first called ‘‘Sr.’’ in town records 
in 1682. He remains Sr., until his death early in 1686. The 
man called ‘‘John Parsons’’ in the census of 1683 appears else- 
where in the town records as ‘‘John Parsons, weaver,’’ until 1691 
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when he removed to Cape May, West Jersey. Meanwhile, two 
other John Parsons appear in East Hampton previous to 1690,— 
John? Parsons, Jr. (Samuel?, Robert), and John® Parsons, 
cooper (John”, Robert'). 

JOHN PARsONs, weaver, evidently was in East Hampton by 
1679 and married to EuizABetH (born Harpie), widow of Joshua 
Garuick, Jr., for their daughter Lydia was born on 10 April 
1680. That John Parsons, weaver, was a newcomer to East 
Hampton is indicated by a meeting on 29 July 1686 when Gov- 
ernor Dongan met him and nine other discontented East Hamp- 
ton men at Point James. These men had complained to the 
Governor that ‘‘the town would not lay out land to them as 
they were ordered in council to do.’” The Governor found that 
‘‘said inhabitants for more than the space of four years paid all 
duties in said town,’’ and ordered that 30 acres be laid out to 
each of the men. _ A surveyor’s report shows that land was laid 
out for John Parsons and six other men. It is doubtful if 
Parsons ever got his land, for the town carried the matter to 
the courts. 

Despite the fact that in land matters the town treated John 
Parsons, weaver, as an ‘‘outlander,’’ he seems to have been an 
insider in politics. There are many indications that he was 
closely related to Samuel and John Parsons, the sons of Robert 
Parsons. The opinion is ventured that he probably was a cousin 
recently arrived from England. Cape May histories call him 
an ‘‘Old England man.’’ 

In 1684, John Parsons, weaver, and John® Parsons, Jr., con- 
tracted to cut the town’s roadside grass. In April 1684, James 
Dymond was named constable but hired John Parsons, weaver, 
to serve in his place. Parsons collected the town and county 
taxes in 1685, warned three town meetings and was paid for 
carting Marget Lord to Southampton. In 1689, he was paid for 
carting ‘‘the gin wigwam’’ to a new location. John Parsons, 
weaver, appears in East Hampton records for the years 1683, 
’85, ’87, ’88, ’89, and in Mar. 1691—for the last time. 
He entered his earmark at an unrecovered date. From Cape 
May, West Jersey records we know that he had a home lot of 
4 acres in East Hampton. 

Cape May County, West Jersey, was set up in 1692. Many 
East Hampton families removed there between 1690 and 1700. 
John Parsons appears in its earliest records, entering his ear- 
mark 20 Nov. 1692. On 18 April 1693, he complained against 
William Stillwell for a debt due him. On 27 Oct. 1693, Joshua? 
Garlick, weaver, of East Hampton, gave a discharge of all claims 
against him. This discharge, entered at Cape May 17 Dec. 1693, 
evidently marked the coming of age of Elizabeth (Garlick) Par- 
sons’ oldest son, the heir of her first husband, Joshua? Garlick, 
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Jr., who died in the winter of 1677/78. Joshua’ Garlick was a 
miller. It is well established that Joshua* Garlick was a weaver. 
As Elizabeth (Garlick) Parsons had been named administrator 
of her first husband’s estate while still his widow, and had later 
married John Parsons, weaver, the discharge is in order. ; 
The Memoirs of Aaron Leaming (Pennsylvania Historical 
Society), a grandson of John Parsons, is the source of much 
material already in print on John Parsons. Cape May his- 
torians, Stillwell in his Historical and Genealogical Miscellany 
of New Jersey, and others, have drawn heavily upon Leaming. 
Stillwell, in Volume 3, states that one of the sheets dealing with 
Parsons is missing from Leaming’s Memoirs. Stillwell’s tran- 
scription begins: 
and he sold his interest in a lot of 4 acres at East Hampton to..... 
Jeremiah Miller. He moved to Cape May with his family where they 
landed the 13th of July 1691. He had been to Cape May in the fall 
of 1690 and on December 17, 1690 George Taylor surveyed for him 
—00 acres of land at the place where he afterward lived and died. 
For this land he took deed from George Taylor 25 March 1691. When 
he the said John Parsons was at Cape May..... ff Fee 
John Parsons came by land and brought the horses. September 1691 
he moved to his Plantation. 


John Parsons died in January 1693/94. On 20 Mar. 1693/94, 
Elizabeth Parsons, his widow, presented inventory of his small 
estate and requested administration which was granted. John 
Shaw and John Richardson attested to the inventory which 
included a loom and gears. 

Elizabeth (Hardie) (Garlick) Parsons married third, about 
1694, John Fish of Cape May. On 1 July 1693, there was 
recorded John Fish’s ante-nuptial agreement with Mrs. Mary 
Curwithy, both being of Cape May. Fish agreed in event of 
his death to leave his entire estate to his future wife. If he 
survived her he agreed to leave half of his property to her 
children. On 1 June 1693, he had given Mary Fish power to 
convey all of her property to her daughter Martha Curwithy, 
born 16 June 1689. She did that on 1 September 1693, and on 
the same date named Thomas Hand and Jacob Dayton, ‘‘late of 
East Hampton,’’ the child’s guardians. 

On 22 April 1695, administration on the estate of John Fish, 
deceased, was granted to his widow Elizabeth Fish. On 12 Jan- 
uary 1696, administration was granted to William and Lydia 
Shaw as executors for Elizabeth Fish, deceased. On 21 Septem- 
ber 1698, John Fish, deceased, through his executor, William 
Shaw, was discharged of his bond to the Justices of the county 
that ‘‘if he did not pay the Inventory of his wife Mary Fish, 
formerly Mary Curwithin in defraying her debts, he, the sd 
Fish, would pay it to her daughter.’’

The following paragraphs raise the old question of the ancestry 
of Samuel and Matthew Smith of Mansfield, Conn., and present 
the hypothesis that they were descended from the Matthew 
Smiths of Charlestown, Mass. The data offered are submitted as 
material for study rather than as the final solution of the 
problem. 


III. son of Matthew? Smith of Woburn, 
Mass., by his first wife (name unknown), was b. Woburn, July 
26, 1663. Certain pieces of circumstantial evidence strongly 
suggest that he was the same man as Samuel Smith of Reading 
and Charlestown, Mass., and Mansfield, Conn. 

(a) The descendants of Matthew! Smith of Charlestown fol- 
lowed each other from place to place, Reading and Charlestown, 
and on to Connecticut. Note the removals of Matthew? and 
Matthew® Smith, Elizabeth? (Smith) Millard and Thomas‘ Mil-

lard. Similarly Samuel Smith of Reading followed the Matthew 
Smiths to Charlestown, and later to Connecticut." 

(b) The Matthew Smith descendants showed a great fond- 
ness for the name ‘‘Matthew’’; it was used by them in nine 
successive generations and in side branches as well; not only so, 
but also in female branches as the Cones and Millards. The 
name Matthew was extremely rare in other Smith families before 
1720, there being but two individuals so named in Mass. and 
but one in Conn. outside the Charlestown Smith family. So 
when we find in Reading where the Matthew Smiths had lived 
a Samuel Smith who named a son Matthew in 1707, it creates 
a strong probability that he belonged to the family of Matthew 
Smith of Charlestown. 

Samuel Smith of Reading married at Malden, Mass., Nov. 23, 
1699, Priscilla Hovey, daughter of James” and Priscilla (Dane) 
Hovey of Ipswich, Mass. They apparently were living in Read- 
ing as late as 1707, though they were called ‘‘of Charlestown,’’ 
July 7, 1703, when they joined with Priscilla’s brothers, Daniel 
and James, in conveying to Benoni Morse of Dedham land in 
Brookfield. Mr. Smith bought land in Mansfield, Conn., in 
1716/17, where he and his wife joined church in 1718. Mrs. 
Smith d. Mansfield, Aug. 9, 1720; her husband d. there July 15, 
1730.*

Goshen furnished from six to ten men under Lieut. Matthew 
Smith.

From a rejected pension application, dated Jan. 28, 1839 at 
St. Clair County, Mich., we learn: 

Susan Smith in her 89th year claims she is ‘‘widow of the 
same Matthew Smith who was Captain in the Connecticut State 
Troops in the service of the United States in the regiment com- 
manded by Col. Humphrey of the Brigade of Genl. Waterbury, 
and that the said Captain Matthew Smith resided before and 
during the war at Goshen in the said state of Connecticut.’’ 
She married him in June, 1787; the said Matthew Smith died in 
Vernon, Oneida County, New York, in November 1815. Has 
not married. She now lives in Port Huron.

The following report, prepared some years ago for a client, 
pertains to the parentage of Thomas Dickinson, founder of the 
Glastonbury, Conn., branch of that family, and incidentally 
reveals a probable second wife for Samuel! Hale of Wethersfield, 
Conn., and the identity of Phebe, wife of Stephen? Hurlbut of 
Wethersfield. These connections make the report of possible 
interest to a large number of people, and since other clients more 
recently have wished to learn who Phebe the wife of Stephen 
Hurlbut was, and the public records are open to any who wish

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to search them, the compiler feels it proper, considering the lapse 
of time, to give the facts wider publicity through publication. 
Joseph? Dickinson, son of Nathaniel’ of Wethersfield, married 

Phebe Bracy and moved to Northampton, Mass., where he lived 
from 1664 to 1674, and then removed to Northfield, and was 
slain with Capt. Beers, 4 Sept. 1675, during King Philip’s War. 
His children recorded at Northampton were: 

Samuel, b. 24 May 1666; d. at Hatfield, in 1690 or 1691. 

Joseph, b. 27 Apr. 1668; d., as we shall show, at Branford, Conn., 


by 1683. 
Nathaniel, b. 20 May 1670; d. at Hatfield in 1745, leaving a family. 


John, b. 2 May 1672. 
Azariah, b. 15 May 1674; settled in Haddam, Conn. 


Whether these were all the children, is not revealed by the 
Old Hampshire Probate records. At a Court held at Northamp- 
ton 29 Mar. 1676, ‘‘Feebee Dickenson ye Relict of Joseph Dickin- 
son of Squakege’’ who died intestate, presented the inventory 
of his estate and was granted administration. The livestock and 
personal estate came to but £97:12:00; and on 31 Mar. 1685 an 
additional inventory was taken, presented to the Court by his 
‘‘Breathren,’’ showing a homelot in Northfield valued at £5, 
and 50 acres of ‘‘Intervale Land’’ valued at £45. There is no 
distribution recorded. From the fact that the brethren pre- 
sented the inventory of land in 1685, it may be inferred that the 
widow and administratrix, if living, had removed to a distance 
and was not available. 

Unless his baptism has been found in England, the date of 
birth of Joseph Dickinson, son of the first Nathaniel, is unknown. 
All statements as to his dates of birth and marriage which [ 
have seen are evidently guesses, and may be disregarded except 
so far as they coincide with the probabilities indicated by con- 
temporary records. In June 1658 he was plaintiff in a suit 
[Particular Court Records, Hartford, Conn., Hist. Soe. Coll. 
22-165], so was then of age. He was made freeman, 21 May 
1657 [Col. Ree. Conn. 1-297]. We are entitled to conclude that 
he was of marriageable age in 1656. His marriage seems not to 
have been recorded ; we find only the births of five sons, reported 
in several printed sources from the Northampton records. These 
fall between 1666 and 1674, and he was killed 1675. There were 
ten years prior to 1666 in which he could have had children born. 

Joseph Dickinson married Phebe Bracy, daughter of Thomas 
and Phebe (Bisby) Bracy, or Bressey asthe name was spelled in 
England. The best account of this family is in ‘‘The Ancestry 
of Sarah Stone,’’ by Walter Goodwin Davis, 1930, pp. 103-106. 
It there appears that Thomas Bressey married Phebe Bisby, 
daughter of William, at St. Lawrence Jewry, London, Eng., 
4 Aug. 1631. The Bracy children were named in the will of 
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their grandfather, William Bisby, and as Phebe was named first, 
she may have been the eldest. Since she could have been born 
at any time after 1631, and was probably born not many years 
thereafter, she could easily have married before 1656. Joseph 
Dickinson had a homestead of his own in Wethersfield, which he 
sold 1659 [Adams and Stiles, Hist. of Wethersfield, 1-266], so 
it is to be supposed that he was married before that date. 

Since the father of Phebe (Bracy) Dickinson was named 
Thomas, it is a little singular if she gave that name to no son, 
particularly as her husband Joseph had a brother of the same 
name, and she is known to have had at least five sons. If she 
had a daughter, she would probably have named her Phebe, after 
herself and her mother. In the absence of direct proof, I con- 
clude from collateral evidence that she had older children than 
those recorded ; that one was a son Thomas of Glastonbury, who 
gave the names Joseph and Phebe to children; and that another 
was a daughter Phebe who on 12 Dec. 1678 became the wife of 
Stephen Hurlbut of Wethersfield (the maiden name of Stephen’s 
wife is not stated in the marriage record). 

After the death of Joseph Dickinson, his widow Phebe mar- 
ried second, John Rose, Sr., of Branford and East Haven, who 
was born about 1618 and died in 1683. This man was brother 
of Daniel Rose of Wethersfield, which may explain how she met 
him. The marriage is proved by the fact that in June 1683 the: 
widow Phebe Rose probated the will of her husband Rose, and 
entered the inventory of her son Joseph Dickeson [New Haven 
County Court Records]. The son Joseph, although a minor, 
would have property inherited from his father. After this, the 
fate of Phebe is not known; rather, it is not positively proved, 
but it is extremely probable that she became the second wife of 
the first Samuel Hale of Wethersfield. The death of a widow 
Hale was recorded at Wethersfield, 19 Jan. 1711/12, undoubtedly 
the Phebe Hale on whose estate administration was granted that 
year. No son of Samuel Hale was old enough to be husband 
of Phebe (Bracy) (Dickinson) Rose, and the older Hale boys 
are well provided with wives and can be positively eliminated. 
It is true that the will of Samuel Hale, Sr., does not mention a 
wife; but he merely gave specific legacies to certain children and 
grandchildren, and a second wife would have been taken care of 
as was customary by a prenuptial contract. 

The file of the estate of Phebe Hale at the State Library (Hart- 
ford Probate District, File No. 2506) contains more information 
than is given in Manwaring’s Digest, 2-213. It contains the 
bond of Thomas Dickinson (signed autograph) as administrator, 
2 June 1712, with John Hollister, also of ‘‘Glassenbury,’’ as 
bondsman, on the estate of ‘‘Phebe Hale Widow late of Wethers- 
field deceased.’’ Also the inventory taken 5 June 1712 by

Benezer Hale and Thomas Couch, amounting to £2-7-6; it 
included only some personal effects—tinware, platters, a bason, 
sheets, blankets, ‘‘treamell,’’ wooden bole, ‘‘cheast,’’ frying pan. 
Benezer Hale, one of the appraisers, was youngest son of Samuel 
Hale, appointed perhaps because he would be familiar with his 
step-mother’s effects. 

There is also this document : 


Mr Stephen Hulburt of Weathersfield 
The sum of my demandes for what I did as a Physitian for your Mother 
sixpence— 


Hail in her Mortal sickness amounts to seventeen shillings and 
Weathersfield 22 Apr. 1713 
[signed] Danill Hookr 


An account of debts dated only 1713, approved by the Court 
4 May 1713, lists the following in addition to administration 
charges :

There is also the account dated 5 Jan. 1713 of Stephen Hurl- 
but—‘‘ Accompt of what I Expended on My Mother Hale late of 
Weathersfield in her health and sicknes allso sum Charg after 
her death’’ (the account is for 1710 and 1711, 95 weeks’ board, 
nursing, etc., amounting to £13-2-0). 

Finally, there is the following document : 


Jan the 1 1713 
Thomas dickinso administrator to the estate of wido hale des debtor 
to Steuen hurlbut the sum of thirten pounds two shilins 
debto his credt thirten pounds five shilns 
[signed] stephen hulbut 


On the back this is endorsed, ‘‘Stephen Hurlbutt ree*. 1713’’— 
so despite the peculiar wording of the document, it is evidently 
a receipted bill. 

Now it is difficult to understand why Thomas Dickinson settled 
the estate of Widow Phebe Hale unless he was her son. He 
lived in a different town, and she died at the home of her son- 
in-law Stephen Hurlbut. Dickinson was creditor of her estate 
for over £2, it is true; but why was this indigent widow in debt 
to him unless related? Aside from Dickinson, Hurlbut, and the 
doctor who attended her in her last illness, there were only a 
couple of creditors for trifling amounts which perhaps repre- 
sented necessities purchased but not paid for before she died. 

Stephen Hurlbut was son of the first Thomas Hurlbut; his 
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mother’s name was Sarah, and he had a step-mother Elizabeth 
who survived his father [see Families of Old Fairfield, 1-315; 
the Hurlbut Genealogy and the Hist. of Wethersfield are in error 
as to this family]. The Widow Phebe Hale could not, therefore, 
have been Stephen Hurlbut’s own mother. But since he called 
her his Mother Hale, she must have been mother of his wife. 
As already stated, he married 12 Dec. 1678 Phebe [ Weth- 
ersfield Records]. His wife Phebe was therefore named after 
her mother. But Stephen Hurlbut’s wife was certainly not born 
a Hale. Samuel Hale had no such daughter, and he could not 
have had a granddaughter born early enough. It therefore fol- 
lows that Phebe wife of Stephen Hurlbut was daughter of a 
woman named Phebe who had afterwards married a Hale. 

Everything points to the conclusion that Phebe (Bracy) (Dick- 
inson) Rose married third, Samuel Hale; that she had a daughter 
Phebe (wife of Stephen Hurlbut) at whose home she died; and 
that her eldest son was Thomas Dickinson of Glastonbury. It 
should be noted that her estate was valued at less than £3; yet 
the charge of Stephen Hurlbut for over £13 apparently was paid 
by the administrator, Thomas Dickinson. There is no record 
of appointment of commissioners, or of creditors being paid at 
so much on the shilling, pro rata. The debts seem to have been 
settled by Dickinson, out of his own pocket so far as they 
exceeded the value of the estate. The conclusion that he was 
her eldest son and hence responsible seems inescapable. If so, 
the widow Phebe Hale had formerly been wife of a Dickinson ; 
and she can be identified with no other than Phebe (Bracy) 
Dickinson. That conclusion is based on the elimination of other 
sons of Nathaniel Dickinson; and is borne out by the names 
Joseph and Phebe which Thomas Dickinson bestowed on children. 

Glastonbury was part of Wethersfield until 1690. The first 
Dickinson deed at Glastonbury is in Land Ree. 2-11: 

2 May 1694. Samuel Wells of Glassenbury ‘‘for divers good 
Causes and Considerations him thereunto moving and Chiefly 
and principally for the good affection which he beareth to 
Thomas Dickison of the said town and place and to the intent 
that the said Thomas Dickison may be accomodated with a Con- 
venient piece of Land to Erect a dwelling house,’’ granted him 
3 acres on condition that Dickison should not desert the land for 
four years, nor alienate it, but should go forward with building 
a house thereupon. If not, the land to return to Wells. 

On 9 Apr. 1704, Thomas Dickison conveyed back to Capt. 
Samuel Wells, for £4, the said 3 acres, never having utilized the 
land [2-28]. 

No mention of relationship was made. Wells was one of the 
largest land-owners in the new town, and perhaps was merely 
trying to encourage new settlers. In 1716 Wells made a gift of 
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an acre to Rev. Timothy Stevens ‘‘for respect and good affec- 
tion.’’? So that phraseology does not imply kinship. However, 
it is worth noting that the second Samuel Hale (step-son as I 
believe of Thomas Dickinson’s mother) married a sister of this 
Capt. Samuel Wells. 

The file of the estate of Thomas Dickinson of Glastonbury 
[Hartford Probate District, File No. 1681] contains a little 
information in addition to what Manwaring’s Digest gives, 2-377. 
Thomas Hale of Glassenbury was bondsman for Mary and Joseph 
Dickinson, the administrators of Thomas’s estate, bond dated 
1 Oct. 1717. Thomas Hale was also an appraiser. The inven- 
tory includes ‘‘old Chest’’—one wonders if the same chest found 
in the inventory of Phebe Hale. An account of debts shows 
amounts owing to Tim® Hale, Tho’ Hale Sen", Jonath Hale, Sam! 
Hale, and Sam! Lovland ; the two last were the largest creditors. 

It should be noted that Stephen and Phebe Hurlbut named 
their children: Stephen, Thomas, Joseph, Benjamin, Phebe, and 
Dorothy; dates 1679 to 1691. The names Joseph, Thomas and 
Phebe are of course suggestive of the Dickinson family, but too 
much stress must not be placed on them, as Stephen Hurlbut was 
son of Thomas and had a brother Joseph. Dorothy was a Hale 
name. The youngest daughter of the first Samuel Hale was 
named Dorothy. Now by 1691 when Mrs. Phebe Hurlbut gave 
the name Dorothy to a daughter, her mother Mrs. Phebe (Dick- 
inson) had become (as I conclude) the wife of Samuel Hale; 
for John Rose died 1683 and Samuel Hale died 1692, and the 
marriage must have occurred between those dates. Probably a 
few years before 1691, therefore, Mrs. Phebe Hurlbut had 
become step-sister of Dorothy Hale (who married Lieut. Jona- 
than Hills), and she may have become attached to this step- 
sister and liked the name. This explains how the name Dorothy 
came to be used in the Hurlbut family. 

These conclusions explain all known facts, and these facts, 
considered in relation to each other, seem to admit of no other 
plausible explanation. The dates fit; Phebe Dickinson, married 
to Hurlbut in 1678, would be born 1658-1660 ; Thomas Dickinson 
may have been born 1664, two years before the first recorded 
child of Joseph Dickinson. Phebe Bracy was almost certainly 
born as early as 1636 (her parents married in 1631), and Joseph 
and Phebe could have been married as early as 1657. All the 
known evidence pointing to the ages both of Joseph Dickinson 
and of his wife Phebe Bracy, suggests that they were married 
some years before the birth of the first of their five recorded 
children in 1666. 


‘JACOBUS KOLFS (COLVER) OF NEW AMSTERDAM, 
NEW NETHERLANDS 


By Hersert F. Seversmiti, M.A., of New York, N. Y. 


Jacosus Kou¥rs was born probably about 1625, and perhaps in 
the Netherlands. There is some reason, however, to believe that 
he was a French Huguenot and connected with a family which 
had fled to Leyden, the Netherlands, to secure refuge from the 
persecutions of the time. He was from Leyden when he emi- 
grated to New Amsterdam. 

Berthold Fernow in the Records of New Amsterdam records 
that Jacob Calf, so-called, with Pieter Jacobuszen Buys were 
attorneys for Cornelis Schut in the latter’s case against Judith, 
wife of Casper Varleth, Monday, 19 June, 1656. He was given 
the small burgher’s right in New Amsterdam 14 April, 1657, 
and on 17 September, 1658 was defendant in a suit instituted by 
Theunis Gerritszen Cray. 

In the Schepens Records as published in the Year Books of 
the Holland Society, it is recorded that on 21 August, 1658 
Trientje Barens, wife of Paulus Heimans, acknowledged in the 
absence of her husband ‘‘who is sickly,’’ to owe Jacobus Calf 
and Pieter Buys, attorneys of Cornelis Schutt, the amount of 
377 guilders 138 stivers, for merchandise received by her husband 
from Joannes van der Beeck, deceased (whose claims the said 
Schutt had taken up by power of attorney). Shortly after 
September, 1658, Jacobus Kolfs returned to Leyden and seems 
to have stayed there until October, 1662. A list of the pas- 
sengers of the ship The Purmerland Church (New York Gene- 
alogical and Biographical Record, vol. 14, p. 181) shows that he 
returned to New Amsterdam as of that date, bringing back his 
wife and two children aged five and three respectively. In the 
next year he had died, leaving a widow and three known children 
of record. 

His wife was Saran Prerers, daughter of a Pieter Hasen- 
broeck; after his death she married second, Jacobus Janszen 
Blaeck from Haarlem and third, Simon Haaks of Bushwick, 
New York.* She was living in Bushwick in 1681. 

* James Riker refers to Jacobus Kolfs in his Revised History of Harlem, Wy York, at 
p. 205, although his statements are subject to some emendation. Charles W Baird, in 
his History of the Huguenot Emigration to America, vol. 1, pp. 182-3, states that “Other 
French Colonists whose places of birth are not recorded, ‘emigrated about this time to 
New Amsterdam, by way of Holland. We have the names of . . . Jacob Kolver” (among 
others). At the baptism of the daughter Sarah the name of the father is given as 
Jan <<" ao a clerical error for Jacobus.

‘ADDITIONS AND CORRECTIONS TO THE 
JEPSON GENEALOGY

2. JoHN? Jepson (John*) was born at Boston, Mass., 8 May 
1661, and died there shortly before 21 November 1721, when 
letters of administration on his estate were issued to his son-in- 
law, Edward Paige. He was a house-carpenter or housewright. 
His parents deeded to him, for £80, their lot on Mill Creek, near 
the Mill Bridge, in Boston, on 18 December 1685; and this prop- 
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erty was in turn deeded by John? Jepson to his brother-in-law, 
Benjamin Rolfe of Newbury, on 16 February 1696/7. His 
brother, Thomas, deeded to him all of his interest in their 
father’s estate, 12 February 1695/6. John? Jepson was chosen 
a tythingman of the third district of Boston on 13 March 1698/9, 
and again on 11 March 1700/1. On 12 February 1699/1700, 
John? Jepson joined with his mother, his brother William and 
his sister Emm, in selling some more of his father’s property in 
Boston to Robert Weare of Boston, carpenter. John? Jepson 
was married three times. He married (1) about 1686 RurH 
GaRDNER, who was born at Woburn, Mass., in April 1661, and 
died at Boston 17 October 1695.22 She was a daughter of 
Richard Gardner of Woburn and later of Charlestown, Mass. 
(the testator of 1696/7), by his wife, Anna (Rolfe) (Blanchard) 
Gardner. She was a younger half-sister of Mary Blanchard, 
the mother-in-law of William? Jepson (No. 4, below) ; and she 
was a younger full sister of Anna Gardner, wife of John Cod- 
dington, John? Jepson’s half-brother. John? Jepson married 
(2) at Newbury, Mass., 1 April 1696, AppHia Rotre, who was 
born at Newbury 8 March 1666/7, and died at Boston, where she 
was buried 26 November 1713. She was a daughter of Benjamin 
and Apphia (Hale) Rolfe of Newbury, and a first cousin of 
Ruth Gardner, her predecessor.** John? Jepson married (3) at 
Boston, 24 February 1714/5, Mercy Danret or Dantets.”® 
Whether this woman was a maid or a widow at the time of her 
marriage still remains a secret; nothing is known of her prior 
to her marriage to John? Jepson. She refused to act as adminis- 
tratrix of John? Jepson’s estate in 1721. She remarried at 
Boston on 2 September 1723, John Orcutt, who lived in the 
second parish of Hingham, Mass., which was later set off as 
Cohasset. Mercy died in the latter place on 19 November 1750.7°

By her first husband, ig a had 2 daughters, of whom Mary Blanchard was the elder. 
By her second husband, had 3 sons and 6 daughters. Of these daughters, Anna 
Gardner (who m. John eileen. see above) was the eldest, and Ruth Gardner (who 
m. John? Jepson, see above, No. 2) was the third. 

After the death of Josiah Cooper in Sept. 1678, Mary (Blanchard) Cooper m. (2) about 
1679 Richard Brooks of Boston, gunsmith, who d. shortly before 1 April 1707. Mary, the 
widow, refused administration, so letters were issued to William? Jepson, who was 
Brooks's step-son-in-law.

BULGAR. Richard (p. 30, 1st col.) was dismissed to church 
at Exeter, N. H., from Boston church, 6 Jan. 1638/9. Lived at 
Exeter but was a planter at Dover, N. H., 1640. Lieutenant, 
1641. In 1642 witnessed a deed of Ralph Blaisdell of Salisbury 
to Robert Knight of York. In 1646/7 was of Boston and 
acting for Henry Walton, gent., of Portsmouth, R. L., formerly 
of Lynn, Mass. Admitted inhabitant and freeman at Ports- 
mouth, R. I., 29 April 1650. Licensed to sell beer 5 June 1654. 
One of town auditors 3 June 1656. Town Sargeant, 4 Oct. 1656, 
29 May 1657, 7 June 1658, and 6 Jure 1659. Solicitor General, 
R. L., 1656. Town Clerk, Portsmouth, 4 June 1660, 3 June 1661, 
1 June 1663, 5 June 1665. Town Recorder 9 July 1660. On 
Coroner’s Inquest on body of Richard Elles, 3 June 1661. 
Granted land at Portsmouth, 12 Oct. 1664. Occurs frequently in 
Portsmouth records up to 1679. Dead before 29 5 mo., 1687. 

Married Lettice, daughter of John and Leonora (Pawley) 
Underhill, and step-daughter of Capt. Richard Morris. 

Add (2nd col.) John, bapt. Boston, 20 April 1634. Probably 
died young. 

Il, p. 118; Records of the 
Town of Portsmouth [printed], to which reference is made for 
further information about him.) 


FIELD. John (p. 75, Ist. col.). His brother James Field of 
St. Alban’s, Herts, bequeathed £100 by his will to his brother, 
John Field, and if he be dead to his children. (Note in the hand- 
writing of Thomas Olney, the Providence town clerk, made after 
the death of John Field in 1686. In the original paper the words 
‘‘dwelling in Providence in New England’’ are crossed out; cf. 
New Eng. Hist. & Gen. Reg., Vol. 51, p. 359.) Field belonged 
to the small group of Hertfordshire men of whom Thomas Olney 
was an outstanding figure, who were among the earliest adherents 
of Roger Williams at Providence. It may be suggested that the 
fact that Roger’s mother belonged to the prominent St. Alban’s 
family of Pemberton may have influenced these Hertfordshire 
men to join him in the settlement of Providence. 


MORRIS. Richard (Thomas) (p. 134, 1st col.). Joined Bos- 
ton Church with 2nd wife and step-son, Capt. John Underhill, on 
27 Aug. 1630. Called ‘an experienced soldier.’ Signed the Exeter 
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(N. H.) Combination 1639 and was a ‘Ruler’ in that settlement. 
Dismissed with wife from the Boston to the Exeter Church. 
Dealing in pipestaves at Dover, 1639/40. Called Lt. in July 
and Capt. in Nov. 1639. Went to Portsmouth, R. I, and 
admitted an inhabitant there 1:8 mo.: 1640. In charge of arms 
there, 15 Oct. 1643. Juryman, 21 Nov. 1649. Had suit with 
John Sanford, 8 July 1650. On Com. to treat with the Narra- 
gansett Sachems 8 April 1656. Sold land at Portsmouth to 
Thomas Brownell on 15 Jan. 1657/8. 

Married 2ndly, at The Hague, Holland on 28 Nov. 1628, as 
‘‘Dirck Thomas (i.e. Richard son of Thomas) swordcutler and 
widower from England’’ Leonora (Pawley), widow of John 
Underhill of Warwickshire, who was related through her mother 
to Capt. Richard Boynthon, the early Cornish settler at Saco; 
and 8rdly in Rhode Island, before 18 Dec. 1658, Mary 
His 2nd wife was the mother of the famous Capt. John Underhill 
and of Lettice wife of Richard Bulger.

BROWNING. Nathaniel (p. 262, Ist col.). Will of Nathaniel

1673. His five children, Mary, Sarah, William, Rebecca and 
Jane, all under age and unmarried but Mary the eldest soon to 
come of age. Land given by William Freeborne to the deceased 
Nathaniel Browning and Sarah his wife by deed of 2 Jan. 1652/3 
mentioned. Estate given to the children by their grandfather 
William Freeborne. Executors: Gideon Freeborne and Clement 
Weaver of Newport, ‘‘both nearly related to the said children.’’ 

(2nd col.) Add Mary born after 1652. Married Thomas Man- 
chester Jr. (son of Thomas Sr.) prior to 6 Jan. 1677/8 and had 
at least William and Thomas. 

(2nd col.) Add: Sarah born after 1652, died s.p. before 6 Jan.

Names his son, William; his deceased son, George’s ten children, 
i.e. Israel, Peleg, William, Silvanus, Obed, Ruth, Sarah, Hannah, 
Mary and Eunice; daughter Sarah Brown; daughter Hannah 
Taber; sons Roger, Christopher and Thomas; children of daugh- 
ter Elizabeth Slocum deceased; sons Abner and Oliver; and 
grandchild, Phoebe Smith. Residue to daughter Susanna. 
Executors, daughter Susanna, and grandson Peleg, son of his son 
George deceased. (Am. Genealogist, Vol. 17, pp. 197-206.) 


CARD. Richard (p. 270, 1st col.) Probably came from the 
Southwest of England. Juryman at Newport, 29 Aug. 1653, 
in the ease of Kempo Sybada vs. Edward Hull (Essex Co., Mass., 
Court Files, I, 314). One of the original grantees of Conanicut 
Island (Jamestown, R. I.) in 1656. Juryman 1654 and 1658. 
Married Rebecca , who married 2ndly, George Hassall of 
Newport and Westerly. Richard died before 1 July 1674. 

Delete (2nd col.) John. 

Joseph (2nd ecol.), born 1649, died 13 Oct. 1729, ‘‘aged 80 
vears.’’ Married Jane . who died before 19 June 1717. 
On 1 July 1674 Newport confirmed to him 60 acres bounded 
‘*partly on Job Card land, now in the possession of his mother’’ 
(R. I. Col. Deeds, I, 56). Taxed Newport 1680. On 20 Nov.

Married Ist, (perhaps Ruth Havens); 2ndly, Martha 


West on 24 March 1703. She married 2ndly, 9 Nov. 1710 Jere- 
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miah Fones. Adm. on his estate to widow Martha 1705. Chil- 
dren: Jonathan, born 1684; Peleg, born about 1686; by 2nd 
wife: James, born Kingstown Sept. 1703 ; Martha born Kingstown 
24 Aug. 1706. (He had probably also a dau. Ruth, who married 
Samuel Whipple at Groton, Conn., on 15 Nov. 1720.) 

Job (2nd eol.). Transfer to this Job the Job in 3rd col. He 
was also of South Kingstown and Westerly. Add 2nd wife 
Margery, widow of Daniel Tosh and daughter of John Acres, 
married at New Shoreham 28 May 1716 (New Shoreham Ree. 
I, 164); married 3rdly, Hannah Bull at South Kingstown 27 
Aug. 1724. Owned 10 acres at Newport on 1 July 1674, then in 
possession of his mother. Freeman, New Shoreham, April 1686 
(ib., I, 138) and on 10 Jan. 1692/3 (ib., I, 201). Constable 1691. 
At Pettyquamscott (South Kingstown) in 1695. On New Shore- 
ham Town Council, 9 April 1700. Rate-maker there, 6 June 
1701. On 15 Dee. 1698, owned land at Matunock (in South 
Kingstown) in partnership with William Champlin. On 14 April 
1703 he was Second Townsman at New Shoreham; 17 Aug. 1705, 
Deputy Warden (7b., I, 338). On this date he, and wife Martha, 
witnessed the Quaker marriage of Dr. John Rodman at New 
Shoreham (ib.). Town Clerk and Deputy 1708. Removed to 
Westerly and on 24 July 1713 as ‘‘of Westerly’’ sold land at 
New Shoreham (7b., I, 437). Justice at Westerly, 1714, and 
Moderator of Westerly town meeting on 2: 1 mo.: 1714/5 (West- 
erly Town Meeting Rec.). At time of his second marriage, 28 
May 1716, called ‘‘of New Shoreham,”’ but resided in that part 
of Westerly later set off as Charlestown. He made his will 5 
Jan. 1730/1, proved at Charlestown 7 Sept. 1739, as ‘‘of South 
Kingstown.’’ His daughter Jane married before 21 Sept. 1721 
Capt. Isaac Sheffield and had Mary and Martha. His daughter 
Sarah had a son Joshua Rathbone, and married on 20 April 1727 
Capt. Isaac Sheffield, her sister’s widower (New Eng. Hist. & 
Gen. Reg., Vol. 83, pp. 89-93.) 


CASE. James? (William') (p. 274, 2nd col.) died before 1 
May 1719. His daughter Susanna married John, son of Thomas 
Lake of Dartmouth; he also had daughters, Penelope (married 
Joseph, son of the said Thomas Lake), Mary (m. How- 
ard); Elizabeth (m. Springer) and Sarah (m. 
Huddlestone). 


CHAMPLIN. Jeffrey (p. 274, 1st col.) was undoubtedly a 
near kinsman of the John Champlin ‘‘late of Fayal but now of 
Newport merchant,’’ who, as ‘‘heir of John Garde deceased,’’ 
freed the latter’s negro on 30 March 1673 (Mag. of N. E. Hist. 111, 
232 et seq.). This was probably the John Garde, who married 
Martha, daughter of William Brenton (Austin calls him Card), 
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who was dead when Brenton made his will on 9 Feb. 1673/4. 
This John Garde was probably the son or nephew of John Garde, 
merchant of Fayal in May 1643 (Aspinwall, p. 109), who was 
later of Newport, R. I., where he died on 7 Aug. 1665 aged 61 
years. The elder John Garde was probably a brother of Roger 
Garde of Biddeford, co. Devon, and York, Maine, whose daugh- 
ter, Rebecca (bapt. at Biddeford 9 May 1616) married there on 
25 Nov. 1641 William Champlin. (Libby’s Gen. Dic. Me. & 
N. H., Pt. IL, p. 252). As Jeffrey Champlin lived in Newport 
next to John Champlin, it seems likely that John Champlin was 
his nephew and the child of William and Rebecca (Garde) 
Champlin, in which case Jeffrey evidently came from in or 
around Biddeford. 

Jeffrey (2nd col.). He undoubtedly had other children 
besides Jeffrey 3rd, among them a daughter Amy, who married 
Robert*® Hazard (Robert*, Thomas') of South Kingstown, who 
by his wife Amy, had a son ‘‘Stout’’ Jeffrey Hazard. 


CODDINGTON. William (p. 276, 1st col.). Son of Robert 
Coddington of Marston, co. Lines., a prosperous yeoman, by his 
wife Margaret, who m. 2ndly, Richard Wylles, and 3rdly, Rich- 
ard Smyth. William son of Robert Coddington born about 
1602-3 (‘‘ William Coddington A Sketch,’’ by Emily Coddington 
Williams, Boston 1941). William of Newport had a seal marked 
**R. C.’’, doubtless his father’s (Chapin’s Doc. Hist. R. I., I, 
23). Burgess of Boston, Lines. 1625. His sons Michael and 
Samuel were bapt. and buried at St. Botolph’s Church, Boston, 
Lines. Married 1st, probably Mary Burt of Alford about 1626 ; 
2ndly, Mary, daughter of Richard Moseley of Owsden, Bury 
St. Edmund’s, Suffolk (Vis. of London, Harl. Soc.) 


COOKE. Thomas (p. 282, Ist col.). Called ‘‘brother’’ by 
Giles Slocum, so undoubtedly from Somersetshire. Bond on his 
estate given by widow Mary 6 Feb. 1673/4. Mary the second 
wife of Thomas was probably Mary, daughter of William and 
Dionis Havens. 

Sarah (2nd col.) delete. 

Capt. Thomas, Jr. (2nd col.). Oral will. Division of estate of 
Capt. Thomas Cooke, Jr., 12 Oct. 1670. Wife Thamasin, then 
deceased, eldest son Thomas executor, sons John, George, Stephen 
and Ebenezer under age and daus. Sarah, wife of Peter Parker, 
Mary, wife of Thomas Langford, Elizabeth, Phoebe and Martha. 
Bond 14 Oct. 1670. 

Add to his children (in 3rd col.) Sarah (from 2nd col.) ; Mary, 
mu Thomas Langford ; Elizabeth. (Ebenezer was his young- 
est son. 

(3rd col.) Thomas* (Capt. Thomas?, Thomas'). Will dated 
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29 Jan. 1670/1. To brother John at 21. To brothers George, 
Stephen and youngest brother Ebenezer at 21. Sister Sarah, 
wife of Peter Parker. Overseers and executors, grandfather 
Thomas Cooke, uncle John Cooke, and Joseph Torrey Sen. (The 
settlers at Monmouth, N. J., were a later generation.) 

(R. I. Hist. Soc. Coll., Vol. 21, p. 129; Vol. 26, pp. 59-61). 


DYER. William (p. 290, 1st col.), son of William Dyer, 
yeoman, of Kirkby Laythorpe, Lines., bapt. 19 Sept. 1609. The 
father was churchwarden and also had children Nicholas and 
Margaret. The father may have been a younger son of John 
Dyer of Bratton Seymour, co. Somerset and Jane Ernley 
(Byfleet) (ef. Vis. Somerset 1623). He was apprenticed as the 
son of William Dyer, yeoman, of Kirkby, Lines., on 20:6: 1625 
to Walter Blackborne, fishmonger, and on 19 Aug. 1641 William 
Dyer, ‘‘millyner’’, ‘‘now in New England’’ was taxed as a mem- 
ber of the Fishmonger’s Company (Lay Sub. London Livery 
Companies, 1641, at P.R.O.). On 14 Dee. 1635 and 16 Jan. 
1637/8 he was granted land at Rumney Marsh (Chelsea, Mass.). 
(R. I. Hist. Soc. Coll., Vol. 30, pp. 9-26.) 


FREEBORN. Sarah (p. 296, 2nd col.) married Nathaniel 
Browning; add to their children Mary b. after 1652, m. Thomas 
Manchester, Jr.; Sarah, died single bef. 6 Jan. 1677/8; Jane, 
born after 1662; and Rebecca, born after 1662. 


GORTON. Samuel (p. 302, Ist col.). Bapt. at Manchester, 
Lanes., 12 Feb. 1692/3, son of Thomas, husbandman, and Anne, 
of Gorton. Thomas was probably son of Thomas, who was taxed 
at Gorton 1543, and he was the probable son of Thomas of Gor- 
ton taxed 1524. They were members of an ancient family set- 
tled at Gorton in Manchester, which occurs there in 1332 and 
1421. On 10 Feb. 1634/5 he was complainant in the chancery 
ease of Gorton vs. Foster and Lambe, where he is described as 
**Samuel Gorton of London, clothier.’’ On 27 Jan. 1647/8, 
while in England, he brought suit in the Chancery against one 
Walker touching his dealings with John Dukinfield, the member 
of a gentle Lancashire family. Married prior to 11 Jan. 1629/30 
Mary, daughter of John Mayplet, haberdasher, of St. Lawrence 
Jewry; London, and Mary his wife. She was granddaughter of 
the Rev. John Mayplet, B.A. (Queen’s Coll., Camb.) 1564, M.A. 
1567, Rector of Great Leigins, co. Essex, and Vicar of Northolt, 
co. Middlesex, a writer upon natural history and astrology. 
Mary Gorton’s brother, Dr. John Mayplet (Christ Church, 
Oxon), B.A. 1634, M.A. 1638, M.D. 1647, was Principal of 
Gloucester Hall (now Worcester College, Oxon.) and Physician 
to Charles II. He later resided at Bath, co. Somerset, and is 
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buried in the Abbey Church there with a tablet to his memory. 
(New Eng. Hist. & Gen. Reg., Vol. 82, pp. 185-93, 333-42; Vol. 
70, p. 115.) Samuel was a volunteer for the Pequot War from 
Plymouth. 

Othniel (3rd col.) married Ist, Merey dau. of Roger and Mary 
(1st wife) Burlingame and 2ndly, Merey, granddau. of Moses 
and Mary (Knowles) Lippett. (R. I. Hist. Soc. Coll., Vol. 19, 
p. 16). 

Add Thomas, omitted by Austin. Brother of Samuel. Bapt. 
Manchester 17 Nov. 1588, died, probably s.p., at Portsmouth, 
R. L., between 16 July and 21 Nov. 1649. Married at Manches- 
ter, 14 Sept. 1612, Anne Grimshaw. Volunteer to the Pequot — 
War from Plymouth, Mass., 1637, with his brother Samuel. 
Ferryman at Portsmouth, R. L., 7 Sept. 1640. On a jury at 
Portsmouth, 1 Dee. 1641. Freeman and General Sergeant, 16 
March 1641/2; Ensign for Portsmouth 13:1: 1644; sued by 
Richard Morris in 1646 for the ‘‘extravagancie of his wife’s 
tongue’’ in abusing Richard (Chapin’s Doe. Hist. R. L., Vol. I, 
pp. 108, 120, 128, 161). Present at a Portsmouth town meeting, 
29 Aug. 1644. Had land laid out to him at Wading River on 
25 Jan. 1648/9. Town Sergeant and Water Bailiff at Ports- 
mouth on 16 July 1649. Successor appointed 21 Nov. 1649. Died 
without issue or removed. 


GOULD. (p. 307, 3rd eol.). Daniel® (Daniel?, Jeremiah’) 
of Newport and Kingstown. Died at Barbados. The will of 
Daniel Gould of Rhode Island, mariner, at present in Barbados, 
dated 5 March, proved 30 March 1694. To wife Mary and sons 
Jeremiah and Thomas, his lands at Quidincitt in Narragansett. 
To son Daniel, house in Newport. To daughter Mary, under 
18, 70 acres at Hope Island. Executors in Barbados, friends 
Joseph Grove, John Grove and William Chearmely of Barbados. 
and in Rhode Island, father Daniel Gould and father-in-law 
Walter Clarke (New Eng. Hist. & Gen. Reg., Vol. 67, p. 362). 


HARRIS. William (p. 312, Ist col.) had been a morris 
dancer in Kent before he came to New England (Roger 
Williams). 


HAZARD. Thomas (p. 320, Ist col.) probably came from 
Dorsetshire and probably had, besides Robert, sons Thomas of 
Newtown, Long Island, abt. 1652-3; Jonathan of Newtown in 
1664; and Nathaniel occurs there is 1659 (Cal. of N. Y. Fist. 
Manuscripts, Dutch, p. 190). 

Robert (3rd col.). His wife Amie was probably a daughter of 
Jeffrey? Champlin (Jeffrey’).

Living 1835 and 1837 in Auburn, Cayuga Co., N. Y. He 
married Polly King, 29 June 1787, at Kingston, Luzerne Co., 
Penn. He died 6 Mar. 1838 at Lawrenceville, Tioga Co., Penn., 
where his widow was then living aged 69. She died at Albion, Cal- 
houn Co., Mich., 2 Mar. 1841 or in spring of 1843. Children men- 
tioned: David, William F., Asahel, Abel W., Daniel W., Betsey 
Frease, two (names not stated) living in Penn. Reference also 
made to veteran’s orphan grandchildren in Mich.
